The meeting of the Road Commis- 
sioners Tuesday afternoon was again 
an opefi session and turned nut to be 
a lively meeting. 

A committee named by the H. B. 
M. A. appeared to discuss the state- 
ment made by Road Commissioner 
Rodman Wiley that the money so far 
expended on contracts had been un- 
wisely expended. The committee 
was composed of President L: H. 
Davis, ,1. T. Wall, T. ,1. Baugh, .1. .1. 
Metcalfe, Odie Davis, Sam Frankel 
and C. R. Clark. 

Ms. Clark made the principal speech 
and his talk was s strong protest 
against a further waste of nicmey un- 
der wliat is called the "unit system " 
Under this system the contractors are 
simply hired men who are paid so 
much per yard for eiftavatlofl and for 
stone as the work progresses. Under 
this system the estimate of the Gov- 
ernment Engineer J. A. WUttaker, 
of $1,200 per mile for rebuilding old 
roads is being exceeded m every in- 
stance, Mr. Clark .said, and he was 
informed that 14,000 a mile was to be 
spent on some pikee slready bnilt 
and in the end the pike would not be 
a permanent road, according to Mr. 
iniey's opinion. 

The Commisakinera acknowledge 
that they have been misled by the 
engineers. The statement has been 
made that one of the men sent here 
as an engineer was s barber and an- 
other an undertaker. 

County Engineer Folsom said the 
"unit system" was the proper way to 
build roads, but Mr. Clark took issue 
with him and aaM the contracts 
should be let by the mile and not a 
cent paid until the work was com- 
plected under the direct supervision 
of a competent engineer and accepted 
by the Commission after inspection.

Life saved is ssMwy savsd-HDot to 
enter into question of the ethics of a 
wanton sacrifire of life. — Fort 
Wavne Journal-Gazette.

trained aoldiera. The daily routine 
of physical drilla and military train- 
ing has increased to a marked degree

One special feature of our daily 
program, of which ! desire to speak, 
is the hour for "retreat. " At a cer- 
tirin moment every day the 2,000 mm 
and officers of the Kentucky Brigade 
simultaneously stop talking and cease 
moving. For perhaps forty seconds, 
not a man apeaka or changes position. 
Heels together and body poiaed risid- 
ly at "attention," all faces tnwiirds 
headquarters where the stars and 
atripes are flying. 

If they are inaide a tent or hut they 
step out and face the flag when the 
bugle L'ives warning of the hour. At 
the end of the 40 seconds, 2,000 right 
hands eome to hatbrima in a snappy 
salute. The only sound throughout 
the camp at this moment is music— 
"The Star Spangled Banner," phiyt d 
by a regimental band. Rain or shme, 
Sunday or weeii day, thki taltes place 
at 4:30 in the evenini;. 

"Retreat," as tins ceiomony is 
known in the army, is a moment 
when revertnce for the flag is tangi- 
bly shown. While the national an- 
them is beini,' played with Sdlenin 
sweetness, the banner is slowly 
brought down from the staff where it 
has floated during the day.
